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Applicant has not filed any claims for after final, merely arguments. Also, the objection of claim 3 is dropped. In regards to applicant's 
argument that the combination of references does not meet the claimed system, it would have been obvious to combine the means to 
rotate the tire about its axis - as Butler teaches a means for rotating the tire about its axis by mounting the tire on a rotatable test rim (see 
lines 48-58 of Column 2 in Butler, which discuss a TUM apparatus). It would have been obvious to one or ordinary skill in the art to 
implement these rotation means on the transfer device, as Oobayashi teaches that it is ideal to cool the tire in a uniform manner, which may 
be accomplished by rotating the tire about the tires axis after vulcanization (see paragraph [0021] or Oobayashi). The rotation means to 
rotate the tire to be placed on a predetermined position is an intended use of the system, and does not give any weight to the apparatus - 
merely any means that is capable of placing the tire on a rim would meet the limitation in regards to the predetermined position, as intended 
use of an apparatus does not further limit the apparatus itself. As such, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to 
modify the apparatus of Ito in light of the teachings of Oobayashi and Butler. 
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
